A New Sort of Policeman

HE pollceman ¢an g0 a good deal further

than being a “blg brother to the boy.”
Judge MacNellle's conception can be and
should be extended to gpclety In general
Mayor Baker, of Clevelnnd, writea In tho
Atlantic Monthly: “Wa must stop regurding
politemen an mers keepers of order, and wo
must enlarge our view of thelr duties far bhe-
‘yond the arrest of ¢riminals and the terror-

Agatlon of tha nelghborhood small boy."

He doesn't make the best sort of picture
when he oalls thin new officer “the social
pollceman” But his conception ls right
The business of tha pollee |8 to arrest law-
breakers; but it Is nlwo to provent law-
breaking. And a hundred forma of law-
breaking tnke their start far back in social
causes that a sanely managed police [oree
eould do much to check.

Mayor Baker would make the policeman's
work a life career, with an apprenticeaship
served in a fleld where duties should be
"largely on the socinl glde—dutles such na
sanitary inspectlon, trafMe control, juvenile
reoreation and cormection, the regulation of
amusoments and putrolling parks and public
places in which people congregate for recroi-
tion; this work, under such conditions as
conduce to the development of the socinl
sense, would, therefore, train Into these fu-
ture pollcemen, In thelr Impresalonable years,
& sympathy with people, born of association
with them and of helpfulnesa extended to
men and women and children as part of n
duty flowing from employment by soclety
Itself,”

The recipe may be wrong, but the inten-
tion s ndmirnble. Not until the pollceman
takes other thinga besldes law-breaking un-
der hls care will he strike at the roots of
crime. And not till then will he have that
public regard and publle trust which will
make iz work both a fine and an easy fc-
ecomplishment.

FEW AMERICAN
EXPATRIATES

Henry James Was Preceded in For-
swearing His Allegiance to the
United States by W. W. Astor,
Baron Fairfax and Hudson Maxim.

HE stream of migration to thess shoras
hns so strong a current that thers ars
few bnek sddies, Once a man Depomes an
American by birth or naturallzation he holdn
fam to his country with a grip thal nothing
can unloose. ‘Thers are fow exceptions, but
they prove the ruls,
Henry Jamea wan onee a renl Amerlean, If
n man brought up within the ahadaw of HAr-
vard Unlveralty ean be wso described, e
han lived In Engiand no many years, hows
over, that his Intersst (n America has long
since faded away. When ho foreswore his
alleglance the other day and becams a Brit-
Inh subjest he merely made a formal recog-
nitlon of n fact which hoe hid long admitted
In his own mind, namely, that he la an Eng-
lshman. In his explanation of bis unusunl
course—=untsunl for a real Amerionn—he
uses some fine words about throwlng his
moral welght and personal allegiance into
the acale of the contending nations, and thua
delivars a ehnracteristically Jamesian rebuke
to the neutrality of his native country.

James Was Once Human

The distingulshed man of letters was once
a very human sort of person, na the anocs
dotea of his youth (ndleats, When a small
boy he had a bitter quarrel with his brother,
William, later famous as a psychologist.
After searching his youthful mind for the
most bitter fate that could befall a person,
Honry finally wished that Willlam might ba
daovmed to finding Inmps in his mashed potn-
toes for the rest of his natural lle. This
was his earller manner, His Iater manner
wis admirably described by Gertrude Ather-
ton when she sald that “He mnakey elithorate
tapestriea of Ideas and phrases, which give,
an all good tapestries do, & kind of an ldea
of lfe.” He used to write, but they say he
has dictated his books for years and rambles
on 4t his ease, This Is why It Is so hird
for most of us to read him, My frlend, 8.
howover, says that If you will only read him
#loud and reproduce the procoss of dictating
the whole puzzle unravels Itsel! Into the
benutiful Nowing stream of cryntalline clear-
neas thut fArst poured Into the earas of the
stenographer.

He 18 now among the few Americin ex-
patriates, however. His transfer of ale
leglance in not likely to atiruct o much at-
tention ns that of Willlam Waldorf Astor
received when he finally declded to become
an Engllshman, Astor was the helr to one
of the greatest Amerlenn fortunes, He had
married on American wife,the beautiful Mary
Dahlgren Paul, daughter of the late Jamos
W. Paul, of this ¢ity, and he had been hon-
ored by hls State and by the natlon. He
merved two terms in the New York Legisla-
ture and He was Unlied States Minlater to
Jtaly from 1862 lo 186G, and he had further
ambltions. TIndeed, he was a candidate for
a geat In Congress, but was defeated in a
district where he wos confldent that he could
be elected. Boon after this defeat he took up
hils realdence aliroad.

It was sald nt the time that he left Amer-
fea begauss of plgque at this political fallurs,
but his friends say that he went to London
because the sensatlonal newspapers mada It
unaafo for his fumily to llve In New York.
They printed exaggerited storiea of his
wealth and told of plots to kldnap his chil-
dren, until he concluded that If he wanted
o lUva In peance he must go somewhoera else,
He bought & great houss on the Thames, and
has bean Hving the life of an Engliah gentle«
man ever since. HHe became a naturalized
British subject inh 1808, and his son has been
elected to Parllament and his daughter hos
married an Englishman. Notwithstanding

names of his couslng, onoe of whom s helir
to the title, na the present baron Is unmar-
rled.

The Case of Hirnm Maxim

No erltiolsm of Amerlon Is invelved In the
abandonment of Ameriea by thess men. Hut
ae much o¢annot be snld of 8ir IHiram
Maxlim's ssttlement In England., Thia in-
ventor of explogives and other war munitions
recolved, no oncouragement at home, but he
wan weloomed In Englund, and the Govorn-
ment eheouragoed him and patronized him In
A way so mubstantinl that it was possible ror
him to carry out all the experimenta in which
he was Interested. Ho Invented amokeless
powder, known ne maximite, and made other
Important discoverlea so valuable to a mili-
tary natlion that he was knighted in 1001,
just 21 yenrs after ho Inft Americn. They
have a wny of encouraging Inventora over
there which woe have not yet found. Only the
permanent staff in the War and Navy De-
partmonts here Know how many yvaluahls
military discoveriea have been sold abroad
hecnuse nf the Indlfference of our Govern-
mant,  The Wright brothers, every ons
knows, had to go to FEurope hefore they
conld find any ono in authority willing to
tnka thelr inventlon serlously.

Wae enn afford to lose nn Astor or 4 Falr-
fax or a James now and than, but the nation
suffers when a man llke Sir Hiram Maxim
puts his Inventlve genlus at the service of
another Power.

FINAL PASSING OF THE FREAKS

The Philistine Survived Longer Than Any Other of the Decadent Brood of
the Last Century—DMoods, a Product of Philadelphia Youth and
Genius; the Chap Book, the Lark and Other Ephemeridae,

GREATER pother has been made nbout

the death of the Philistine, the iast nums-
ber of which was issued this month, after a
life of 20 years, than about the decease of all
thie numerous progeny of decadence that cams
Irite belng In the lnat tan years of the 1th oan-
tury, The Philistine liyed 80 long because It
was an excellent advertisement for the hbig
printing factory that Elbert Hubbard operatod
in East Aurorc with ths same eys to the maln
change that he turned weatherwird when he
started the soap buslness booming with & pra-
mium system. If there ever was a hardenod
advertiser, It was H. H., and his son evidently
Inherits the commercial Instinet of the father.

BHut the Phllistine wus a mildly Interesting
periodical when It was started. Its mollo, taken
from John Calvin, ““Those Fhilistinea who en-
gender mnimosity, stir up troubls and then
sinile,'” well desoribed Ita purposs, And those
who lKed itle ructions Hiked I, But Hubbard
did not write all of It, ths statement to the
contrary In the wvaledlctory number notwith-
standing. The contribulers to the Mt nums
ber Included K. ¥ White, Willlam Mcintoah,
Rowland B. Mahaoy and Mark ¥ Warren. It
was pot tll February, 180-ihe HDrst numbes
wius dated June, WS—that Hubbard began to
write It all, In the January number be an-
nouticed, "Beglaning with the noxt numbies of
this magezine, I propose Lo wrile every artcle
and paragraph of It, including sdveritisemenia
and tsatimoniain of Roycroft books.* The beat
number In oll the 20 yousry came out In March,
18, for that (s the opne that containe the mesr
sage to Oarcia.

A Country Where One
to Revolutions —
and Neither Is Much

Can See Things Grow, From Coffee Pl .-._,.f
Voodooiem Flourishes With Politics
Better Than the Other. L

LL OF a sudden Fiaitl has lost another
Prosifient. Quist seems to have settled
down on this eapital, but you never can tell
in Maltl. Haitl In soma respacts toop closely
remembles Mexico. Nobody knows when A
revolution & going to begin or when IL s
really over, Like Mexioo;, Haltl s Infected
with generaly, These genornls are ambltious
To become a general 1a the Atst step toward
becoming President. And no Prasldent can
avold helng a dictator or, At least, trying
to be.

According to ths usual courme when one
Prealdent gets opt or Ia put out, the now
man makes a clean pweep of those who have
beon unwise enough to lnger In loyalty
aroind the stopa of the desarted throns, A
presidential throne? Oh, yes—Haltl, 1t e
readily to be neen, howsyar, that there ls no
continulty In Haltlen politics, exocept a cons
tinulty of change. In this regard Meoxloo has
perhaps n slight advantage over Haftl; but
a maore serlous aspect of the comparison lles
In the problem which conftonts the Unlted
Btaten, Thetrs seoms to have been a cloms
parallel betweon our Mexican polley and our
Haitlen polley up to tha point where a
definite diute was affxed to "watchful walt-
Ing" In the case of the country helow the
Rio Grande. It muy be that the Administra-
tlon will conalder the presont moment o
favorablo ona for Intervention of some kind
In the affalrs of revolution-ridden Haltl

The nume Haltl means *'a land of mbun-
talna' An experienced traveler In the West
Indles declares that “these {slands are politi-
cally turbulent In exact proportion to the
rugosity of thelr physleal contour.,” Appar-
ently, then, Haltl has a natural-born right
to bo the most revolutlonary of them all
Mighty mountalns, spouting flashing rivers
from thelr helghts, rise from its shores, But
the Haltien Republle has a better record
then the neighbor with which it sharea the
Island which wan the scena of Columbus'
greatest activity in the New World, Since
the finnl separation of Haltl and S8an Da-
mingo, 0 years ago, Haltl has gone through
only 10 general revolutions to San Domingo's
0. These were the blg revolutions, not tha
littla ones,

It 18 not surprising, In view of the shaky
political conditiona In the Black Republic,
that foreign capital has shunned Haltl, ax-
cept as explofters have taken advantage of
the Haftien's passion for office holding and
fondness for graft. The Instabllity of gov-
ernment cannot bhe the only reason for this
uvoldance of Haltlen Investments, for the
natural resources of San Domingo, Vene-
susln and other turbulent countriea have
been wonderfully developed by outside
money. Perhaps race prejudice has a good
deal to do with it

Within a little more than 50 years after
the Spanigh settlement of Haltl the native
inhabitnnts had been wvirtuanlly extermi-
nated, By the treaty of Ryswlek In 1087
Spain ceded the country (that s, the westerh
part of Higpaniola) to France. The extermi-
nation of th natlves had already led to
the Importation of blacks from Africa,
and during the 1Tth and 18th ecenturies
Haltl beonme n country of lurge plantations
owned by rich French landholdera and
worked by sinves, At the beginning of the
French Revolution the population was over-
whelmingly black. 1In 1703 the English In-
vaded Haitl. The French authorities offered
freedom to all elaves who would enrol them-
golves as soldiers In the prmy of defense.
In the next vear a decres abollshing slavery
was published. It wis largely duoe to the
black soldlers that the Enpgllsh were driven
out:

A Fina Place to Live, If—
